The Canada Export Award 


Canada is a trading nation with more than 30 per cent of its Gross 
National Product generated by the exports of goods and services. It is fitting, 
then, to award those Canadian firms that have substantially increased their 
level of exports. 

Twenty-nine companies, ranging from the large multinational to the 
medium-sized and small, are the proud recipients of the newly created 
Canada Export Award. They represent every region of Canada and a wide and 
varied cross-section of Canadian industry including resource, electronics, 
aerospace, farm equipment, fish products, lumber, poultry, and engineering 
consulting. 

In receiving the award, the Canadian companies are justifiably acclaimed 
not only for increasing exports, but also for successfully introducing new 
products or penetrating new markets. 

The Minister for International Trade presents a limited number of awards 
each year to exporting firms, chosen by the selection committee of promi- 
nent Canadians, on the basis of demonstrated superior performance in the 
export arena. 

The award is a plaque bearing the Canada Export Award logo and a 
brief citation of the firm’s accomplishments. Firms receiving the award are 
welcome to use the logo on their letterhead, advertisements and other 
promotional material for a period of up to three years after its presentation. 
National and local promotion will be given to firms receiving the award. 

The Canada Export Award logo coupled with a firm’s name will remind 
Canadians of the importance of exports and identify the firm displaying the 
logo as an outstanding achiever. 


Administration of the Canada Export Award Program 


1. Eligibility 

Application for the Canada Export Award is open to all firms, or divisions 
of firms resident in Canada that export goods or services. The achievements 
of such companies and organizations, as well as of those facilitating exports, 
including those in the area of banking, transport, market research, packaging 
and promotion, are eligible for consideration for the award. 

Only those achievements which involve the applicant’s own performance 
will be recognized. The sale of goods to a firm which, in turn, incorporates 
those goods into an export item, should not be included in the applicant’s 
export figures. Exceptions may be made in cases where the manufacturers 
of major components can demonstrate that they themselves undertake the 
overseas promotion of these incorporated products or components. Under 
these circumstances the value of the sales from the exporter will be 
regarded as eligible export earnings on the part of the major equipment 
manufacturer. 


2. Selection Criteria 

The Canada Export Award Selection Committee, in its review of applica- 
tions for the award, will look for concrete evidence of significant achievement 
in export markets in terms of the sale of goods or services. It will also 
consider particular merit in activities conducted in relation to the promotion, 
financing or facilitation of export sales by Canadian firms. The committee 
will be guided by, but not limited to, the following criteria: 


a) the extent to which the firm (over its latest three fiscal years) has 
shown significant increases in its export sales; 

b) success in breaking into new markets; 

c) success in introducing new export products into world markets. 


Other achievements by firms in export markets that contribute to 
Canada’s economic well-being or to the significance of the organization as a 
world class exporter will also be considered. These include: 


level of Canadian content; 

range of markets; 

holding of markets in the face of strong foreign competition; or 
the ratio of the firm’s export sales to its total sales. 


3. Certification 

Applications will be considered only when a senior executive of the 
applying firm signs the form on the last page of this brochure (or a reasonable 
facsimile thereof) confirming that all information provided in support of the 
application can be substantiated. Applicants should also note that a small 
portion of the firms applying for the award may be asked to provide an 
auditor’s certificate at a later date. For the purpose of this application, 
however, an auditor’s certificate is not required. 


4. Presentation of Awards 

The Canada Export Awards will be presented by the Minister for Inter- 
national Trade at a special presentation ceremony to be held on October 1, 
1985. 


5. Nomination Procedure 

Individuals, associations, organizations or governments may nominate 
firms for a Canada Export Award. Nominators must ensure the name of a 
senior official and the Canadian headquarters address of the firm are made 
known to the Canada Export Award Program Office (address appears in 
Section 6) no later than June 21, 1985 to permit notification of the firm and 
completion of the application. 


6. Closing Date for Applications 

Applications will only be considered once a year. Applications should 
be complete and self-contained and should not rely on or make reference to 
documents not submitted with the application. Only those applications 
received at the following address post-marked on or before July 12, 1985 will 
be accepted.
